The name of Columbus has special 
significance for all the card players 
in America, History tells us that the 
great Italian explorer carried playing 
cards on his ship, the Santa Maria,}| 
voyage 


during its first fateful in 
1492 and that 
his sailors_, 
whiled away 
the long™ 
hours at sea 







waiting for 
their first 
glimpse of 
land by play- 
ing card 
games. 

During some heavy weather the 
cards were washed overboard. short- 
ly before the sighting of land. 

Soon after landing in San Salvador, 
Columbus’ men quickly fashioned 
their own home-made playing ecards 
from copa leaves (from a coconut 


; tree). A few of these may still be 


viewed at the Columbus muscum in 


| Spain. Thus the introduction of play- 


ing cards to America was almost 
simultaneous with its discovery. 
After Columbus, whose expedition 
was backed by Queen Isabella of 
Spain, other Spanish explorers 
brought playing cards to the New 
World. These included Cortez, con- 


| queror of Mexico in 1519. History
